CHECKS GIVE NEW TURN

Woman Accused, Put on New 
Jersey Payroll by Wound- 
ed Legislator.

NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—The 
State of New Jersey today became 
officially interested in the shoot- 
ing of a member of its Senate, Roy 
T. Yates, with the disclosure that 
he had placed on the State payroll 
Miss Ruth Jayne Cranmer, in 
whose apartment he was shot. 

Gov. Morgan I". Larson of New 
Jersey said he would confer as soon 
as possible with the State Pension 
Survey Commission to determine 
whether Miss Cranmer, who is 
held on a charge of shooting Sen- 
ator Yates, was rightfully on the 
commission’s payroll. 

Miss Cranmer was questioned 
about two checks, one for °319 and 
the other for $247, found in her 
apartment after the shooting early 
yesterday. She said she occasion- 
ally did part-time work for the 
commission. 

Senator Yates, who is chairman 
of that body, told his colleagues 
recently he had hired the girl to 
do “dependency research work” 
and. submitted a bill of $319 for 
her services. 

It was a discussion of finances 
during an evening of drinking that 
preceded the shooting, Miss Cran- 
mer told police. 

“It wasn’t really a _ fight, at 
first,’ she said. “It .as a discus- 
sion. concerning whether I should 
renew my lease or move to a less 
expensive yslace. He kept talking 
about the business depression.” 

At. Bellevue Hospital, where the 
girl was taken to be treated.-for 
hysteria and later was reported to 
be suffering from a sprained: ankle, 
she insisted she did not know who 
did .the shooting, or how... it--oc- 
curred.

$30,000 JEWELRY THEFT 


Maid Arrested in Chicago Ad- 
mits Robbing du Pont Home 
in Wilmington, Del.

She gave her name as Mrs. Alma 
Ludwig, 28 years old, and said 
her estranged husband, Walter, was | 
a chauffeur in New York. She 
said she had disposed of part of the 
stolen jewelry to pawnshops and on 
the street in New York for $200. 
Pawn. tickets’ for various articles 
were found in her possession. 

In her possession were a brace- 
let of platinum set with 136 dia- 
monds and 37 emeralds, a platinum ‘ 
bracelet set with several large dia- 
monds, 90 small diamonds and 
three sapphires, a gold bracelet 
set with 45 diamonds, a breast pin 
with six large diamonds and 24 
small diamonds, a wrist watch, and 
a diamond ring. 

“Mrs. Ludwig told police she was 
employed by the du Ponts as a 
maid Aug. 4 and left on Aug. 6. 
After she went to New York, she 
said she pawned several pieces of 
the jewelry. She left New York 
yesterday and. arrived here this 
morning. 

Mrs. Ludwig, police said, declared 
she would waive extradition to Del- 
aware and signed a statement ad-

Promptly, the ship- 
ment was seized by the authorities, 
on the ground that the customs 
declaration was false, since it was 
not possible that “so much cotton 
could have been grown in Ameri- 
ca.”’ A 
Viewing the decision of the dili- 
gent Customs officer in the light of 
146 years’ history—and particular- 
ly in the light of events of the last 
week—one wonders whether in all 
the records of prophecy, ancient 
and modern, there is to be found a 
worse guess, or an official decision 
further from fact. 

For as it turned out, America 
was capable of producing not only 
$00 pounds of cotton, but 8,000,000 
bales, of 500 pounds each, by 1870, 
and 18;000,000 bales in 1926, her 
all-time record to date. 

And after that it was only a mat- 
ter of five years until an agency 
of the National Government should 
send out a telegram to the Gover- 
nors of the 14 cotton-producing 
states recommending that about 
5,000,000 bales of matured cotton 
be plowed under in the fields, as a 
step to rid the land of the curse of 
plenty. 

“4 Serious Emergency.” 

“The Board recognizes that this 
suggestion calls for drastic remedy 
for serious emergency,” said the 
telegram sent by Chairman. James 
C. Stone of the Federal Farm 
Board, “but commends to you the 
thought that major operation of 
this kind, rather than attempts or 
lesser measures, is now needed.” 

If the South will plow. . under 
one-third of its prospective crop, 
the Farm Board will keep its pres- 
ent holdings of 3,000,000 bales off 
the market until the. beginning of 
the 1932 crop year. Thus,  be- 
tween 7,000,000 and 8,000,000 bales 
of the current unprecedented visi- 
ble supply would be taken “out of 
circulation.” 

“How did they get that way?” 
queries the bewildered John Doe, 
as he reads of the disastrous plight 
oi the cotton growers.

COUNTY SHIPPERS FIGHT 
NEW RATES ON GRAIN 


Protest Against Revised Sched- 
ule Sent to. Chicagq 
Committee. 


A protest against the interpreta- 
tion of new freight rates on grain 
shipments, established Aug. 1 by 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, has been mailed to the West- 
ern Trunk Line Committee of Chi- 
cago, composed of representatives 
of railroads, by Fred Hollenberg, 
vice president of a St. Louis County 
association of grain shippers, and 
George W. Grueninger, vice presi- 
dent of the St. Louis County Ferm 
Bureau. The letter was sent after 
a meeting of grain shippers at Clay- 
ton yesterday. - 

The letter asserts that the com- 
mittee has applied a flat rate of 10 
cents a 100 pounds of grain shipped 
to St. Louis from points in the 
counties of St. Louis, St. Charles, 
Jefferson, Lincoln and Franklin, 
whereas prior to Aug. 1 the rates 
varied from 5% to 10 cents, de- 
pending on the shipping distance. 

The letter declares also that the 
commission fixed a flat rate of 10 
cents for shipments to St. Louis 
for forwarding to al] sections of the 
country except the Southeast, but 
that the committee has applied the 
flat rate to shipments for the 
Southeast, 

It is pointed out that the com- 
mittee’s application of the commuis- 
\aten's rates discriminates against 
shippers in the five Missouri coun- 
ties in favor of shippers of nearby 
points in Illinois. 

The Farm Bureau estimates that 
the increase in rates, as applied by 
the committee, will result in im- 


$45,000 annually to shippers in the 
five counties.

Industrial, Public Utility and 
Stock Privilege Bonds Are 
Quieter Than Carriers.

NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—Led by 
railroad issues the bond market 
staged an irregular advance today. 

Trading was as dull as might be 
expected on a Saturday in midsum- 
mer. Sales on the New York Stock 
Exchange totaled $3,506,000 at par 
value. The lowest aggregate turn- 
over for a short session this year 
with the exception of Aug. 8 when 
the total was $3,355,000. 

Such activity as developed was’ 
sporadic and no sales of any sort 
were reported in a large number of 
issues in all groups. 

Fangible reasons for the upturn 
in rail obligations were not appar- 
ent but they were stimulated to 
some extent by the advance in rail 
stocks. After the recent decline in 
both rail bonds and shares a recov- 
ery could occur at this time for 
technical reasons alone. The clos- 
ing average for 10 leading railroad 
issues was 95.1, a net gain of one- 
tenth of a point for the day. 

Foreign obligations were gener- 
ally higher also. 

Industrial, public utility and 
stock privilege obligations were. 
marked by quieter trading than 
either the railroad .or_ foreign 
groups. The public utility and 
stock privilege loans made small 
irregular gains but the industrial 
issues were steady.

statement of the Interstate Com- 
mission in the St. Louis & O’Fal- 
lon case that in the early days of 
railroad building, and to some ex- 
tent in the early years of the pres- 
ent century, “no dependable record 
was kept of either what the rail- 
roads should have cost or what 
they actually did cost.’ 

“The fact that it is impossible 
for anyone to tell how much money 
is actually invested in the rail- 
roads,” comments the Grange, 
“constitutes a damning indictment 
against the railroad kings, pro- 
moters and manipulators of an 
earlier day. The natural disposi- 
tion would be to let the dead past 
bury its dead, if it were not that 
every dollar of fictitious capitaliza- 
tion carried on the books of the 
railroads makes it necessary for 
the public to pay interest or divi- 
dends on money that was never In- 
vested.”

The total freight bill of agricul- 
ture on carload traffic in 1928 was 
$980,915,036. An increase of 15 
per cent in that sum would have 
added $147,137,255. In 1929 there 
would have been an increase of 
$143,712,682, and in 1930 an in- 
crease of $134,828,201. 

“It must be kept in mind,” the 
Grange ‘says, “that the statistics 
here given show only what the 
farmer pays to the Class 1 railroads‘ 
for transporting to market. the 
products of the farm in carload 
lots. They make no mention of the 
freight charges the farmer must 
pay on agricultural machinery, fer- 
tilizer, lumber and other commodi- 
ties he buys. In a peculiar sense, 
an increase in freight rates would 
hit the farmer both going and 
coming.”’ 

The Grange estimates that the 
total farm tax bill of the nation 
is now about $800,000,000. On the 
assumption that the gross value of 
agricultural production this year 
will not exceed $8,700,000,000, it 
calculates that about one dollar 
out of every ten of all the wealth 
produced on the farms will go in 
payment of direct taxes. 

Further figures show that from 
1910 to 1928, the aggregate farm 
mortgage indebtedness of the na- 
tion grew from 9.5 per cent of the 
total value of farm lands and build- 
ings to 21 per cent. To put the 
matter conversely, the owners’ 
equity declined from 90.5 per cent 
to 79 per cent. é 

The Grange notes also the 
growth of farm tenancy. In 1880, 
25.6 per cent of farmers were ten- 
ants. By 1900 this figure had risen 
to 35.3 per cent, and according to 
the last census, 42.4 per cent of 
farms in the United States are op- 
erated by tenants. 

“There is no sadder commentary 
on the farm situation in the United 
States,”’ the Grange says, ‘‘than that 
furnished by these figures.” 


Where the Trouble Lies. 


The conclusion is reached that 
higher freight rates under present 
far as the increase 
could be made effective, would 
prove ruinous to agriculture.

“Business recovéry cannot be 
brought about by increasing the 
cost of transportation at a time 
when commodity prices are falling 
and when conditions demand that 
freight rates and other costs should 
be reduced. 

“The railroads cannot expect to 
prosper by reducing to bankruptcy, 
through excessive freight rates, the | 
industries upon which they rest.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15. — The 


first authentic data business has 
ever had on the extent of employ- 
ment in retail stores was announced 
today by the Census Bureau. 
Census of distribution compila- 
tions showed 3,769,000 salespeople, 
delivery men, office workers, buy- 


ers, executives and others, or 3 per 
cent of the country’s entire popula- 
tion, employed full time during the 
calendar year 1929. A total of $5,- 
134,000,000 was paid in salaries and 
wages. 

Proprietors actively engaged in 
the business but not on the pay- 
roll, added 1,470,000 to the retail- 
ing employment total. 

New York led all states with 
505,737 full time retail employes 
and $435,977,141 annual payroll. 
Pennsylvania and Illinois were 
closely matched for second place 
and the remaining states followed 
approximately in order of popule- 
tion. 

The report indicates the average 
annual salary for full time retail 
employes of all classes, in cities, 
towns and country stores exceeds

ome few instances. A man whose life and that of the films, 
from the latter’s very inception, were closely allied for many years, 
was mentioned in the newspapers a few days ago. The item—iIt was 
only that—did not tell of a new yacht or a new marble bathing pool 
or a new airplane. being added to his collection. Perhaps you read 
it. It said that J. Stewart Blackton, former film producer, had filed 
a voluntary petition in bankruptcy. You might have missed it, 
though; it was just a paragraph, on an inside page. 

For more than 20 years Blackton was a power in the industry, 
at one time a millionaire several times oven,\and he held the distinc- 
tion of being the first “‘star discoverer.” 

In 1896 Blackton, first name Jimmy then, was a free lance fea- 
ture writer and cartoonist for the New York World. A new invention 
of Thomas A. Edison was attracting attention, and so Blackton was 
sent to “‘cover’’ the story. : 

Blackton, being somewhat of a showman, proceeded to entertajn 
Edison with chalk talks. When his deft pencil swiftly drew the 
features of the wizard, the latter had an idea. 

He took Blackton into the sanctuary where film was being made 
for his new vitascope and the artist did his talk for the camera. 

Blackton, after seeing the pictures in the little black box that 
made people move, somewhat jerkily then, was so impressed that he 
quit his job. With two other entertainers he formed a company in 
1900 known as Vitagraph.

HE Vitagraph company started in the business of making pic- 
T tsres. using any players it could get. One day Blackton heard 

about a girl who was posing for advertisements, so he looked 
her up. She was Mabel Normand and he hired her. 

The company prospered and Blackton sought more actors. Mau- 
rice Costello was one of them. Flora Finch and John Bunny were 
others. 

A little girl crashed the studio gates one day in the hope of 
seeing her idol, Florence Turner, another Blackton star. The girl 
was Norma Talmadge, and she jumped at opportunity to become an 
actress. 

Those were glorious days for the Vitagraph company. Hundreds 
of people were working for Blackton and his partners. But other 
movie companies were growing up and Vitagraph fell behind. 

As the years passed various misadventures cost Blackton his 
fortune. 

Blackton took the pauper’s oath when he filed his petition, not 
even having enough money to pay the filing fee. : 

He's broke, apparently, but if he lives long enough he may make 
another fortune in Hollywood. .

HE ill-winds of the cinemas have played some queer tricks on 
T ptters as well as Blackton, and sometimes have blown new oppor- 
tunities. Peggy Shannon and Sylvia Sidney, who fell into choice 
roles intended for Clara Bow and thus soared towards stardom with 
none of the tedium of bits and parts, are not the only ones to profit 
by the misfortunes of fellow players.

Packard Adopts 
Automatic Starter 


For Its New Models 


Coincident with its announce- 
ment of the new model Packards 
at the Berry Motor Car Co. was 
the announcement of a device by 
which the engine is automatically 
cranked when the ignition key is 
turned on. 

This device does away with the 
necessity for using the conventional 
starting pedal in the floor or a 
starting button on the dash. The 
ignition key acts also as a switch 
to operate the electric starting mo- 
tor. As leng as the key remains 
turned on the starting motor will 
Operate at any time the engine 
should for any reason stall. As 
s00n as the engine starts, the start- 
ing motor automatically is thrown 
out of gear and stops. No other 
movement is required of the driver 
than turning the ignition key when 
ready to start driving his car. 

The device is not entirely new, 
but until the completion of recent 
development work was not consid- 
ered sufficiently trouble proof for 
use on automobiles. 

Before being adopted as standard 
equipment, the automatic starting 
device was subjected to a most un- 
usual test. An engine on which 
the device had been installed was 
operated over a period, auto- 
matically starting and _ stopping. 
Packard research engineers said 
that without a single miss the en- 
gine started automatically and in- 
stantly 100,000 times during the 
test. They estimated that this was 
a greater number of times than an 
engine would normally be started in 
30 years’ driving. 


92 Times os Much 
Mileage in Tires for 
Dollars as in 1913 


The American motorist today 
travels 22% times as far for the 
amount spent on tires as he did in 
1913, according to L. M. Simpson, 
general sales manager of the U. 8S. 
Rubber Co.’s tire department, De- 
troit, discussing economic condi- 
tions and the value of the dollar. 
“In other words,” said Simpson, 
“it costs the motorist $18 for tires 
per thousand miles in 1913, while 
today he drives the same distance 
at a cost of only 80 cents.” , 
Discussing the saving to the 
American motorist in the matter of 
tire costs still further, Simpson 
said: “In no field has the dollar 
spread out farther than in the tire 
business. Tires today cost 45 per 
cent less than they did in 1926, 
and at the same time give far 
greater mileage, while the aver- 


is now 77 per cent of what it was 
in 1926. Figures compiled by the 
Labor Department of the United 
States Government show that no 
other commodity has dropped as 
much in price as have automobile 
tires. 

“In 1913 it cost the motorist 
approximately $55.80 for 3000 tire 
miles. In 1921, tires had improved 
and the prices changed, so that 
for $41.85 he got 8000 tire miles. 
This year he is certain of 15,000 
miles at a cost of only $12.80.” 


Few Cars in China. 

The low scale of living in China 
is indicated by recent findings of 
economists studying that country 
as a market for automobiles. Of 
the 448,000,000 people there, only 
about 6,000,000 can be classed as 
potential buyers of cars. In China 
there is now approximately one car 
to every 168 persons.

“Know your tires,” is a warning 
to motorists given by E. R. Ken- 
ner, manager of Goodrich-Bilver- 
town, Inc., 2801 Ojiive street.

In many 
cases a cut or other break cannot 
be seen without removing the tire 
from the rim A tire service man 
has the tocls necessary for a quick, 
accurate inspection. 

“Inner tubes appear to be all 
right as long as the tire holds up. 
Improper inflation, a pinched tube, 
a leaking valve or other apparently 
minor or unseen faults contribute 
heavily to tire failure, and should 
be watched in the interest of more 
and safer tire mileage.”

| Willys Six Holds 15 


Stock Car Records, 
McDonald States 


The 15 new American stock car 
speed records made by the Willys 
six include every stock car mark 
from 10 to 500 miles for “Class —”’ 
automobiles costing under $1000, 
according to F. C. McDonald of the 
Southwest Willys Co. 

The first real test of the power, 
speed and ruggedness of the Willys 
six came in the annual Pikes Peak 
hill climb for stock cars in the 
fall of 1930. The Willys was pitted 
against the largest field ever en- 
tered in the world’s greatest hill 
climbing classic and raced the 
12 1-3 miles up the side of the 
mountain in 24 minutes 18 1-5 sec- 
onds. 

The Willys six recently contested 
for every record from 10 to 690 
miles on Muroc Dry Lake, Cal. In 
the first tests, which were under 
the supervision of A. A. A, officials 
and electrically timed, the Willys 
six set new records for the mile, 
both standing and flying starts; for 
the one kilometer, standing and 
flying starts, and for a mile in sec- 
ond gear. In the mile tests, its 
highest average was 70.69 miles 
per hour; in the one kilometer 
test, 69.41 miles per hour, and tn 
the second gear run, 53.81 miles 
per hour. 

A short time later, the Willys 
six, again on Muroc Dry Lake, cap- 
tured all the Class “C” stock car 
records from 10 to 500 miles. 

“The new 10-mile record was at 
a speed of 69.38 m. p. h.; 50 mil+s 
at 70.21 m. p. h.; 100 miles at 70.41 
m. p. h.; 500 miles at 70.29 m. p. h. 
The car employed a stock gear ra- 
tio of 4.3 to one. Other marks es- 
tablished during the 500-mile test 
were for 200 miles, 250 miles and 
300 miles. The period records were 
70.30 miles in one hour; 209.11 
miles in three hours, and 419.89 
miles in six hours.

There were 8551 deaths here in 
1873 (the first year for which com- 
parisons are available) and the 
death rate, based on an estimated 
population of 280,000, was 30.5 
deaths for each 1000 citizens. In 
1929 there were 11,913 deaths, with 
a rate of 13.8 for 1000, based on an 
estimated 856,000 population. 

As to infant mortality, the re- 
port states that 4014 of the deaths 
in 1873 were of children under 5, 
or a rate of 1430 for 100,000 popu- 
lation, while in 1929 there were 
only 1256 deaths in this age group, 
or 164 for 100,000. This group em- 
bodied 46.9 per cent of all the 
deaths in 1873, but only 10.5 per 
cent in 1929. 

Another illustration of the com- 
parative expectancy of life in St. 
Louis was given thus: Of all the/ 
deaths in 1873, 77.9 per cent Ooc- 
curred among persons under 40, 
while the percentage for the same 
class in 1929 was 29.9.

Milk Supply Improved. 

“In 1873 there were 314 dairies 
with 8000 cows producing and sell- 
ing raw milk in 8t. Louis; sanitary 
regulations and inspection service 
were very limited: no sanitary 
analysis of milk was made; pas- 
teurization was not practiced and 
testing of dairy herds for tuber- 
culosis was unknown. Today there 
are only four dairies, with a tota) 
of 16 cows, within the city and 
practically all milk produced by 
these dairies is pasteurized. Sani- 
tary regulations for the protection 


_ of milk have been more stringent 


by law each year and better and 
closer sanitary supervision \of the 
milk supply is carried out. 

“Pasteurization of milk, while 
not made compulsory by law, ow- 
ing to legal restrictions, is virtu- 
ally carried out by all milk deal- 
ers, except that from three certi- 
fled farms located outside the city. 
Approximately 99 per cent of the 
milk offered for sale in St. Lou 
today is pasteurized. For the ok 
two years the law has required that 
nil raw milk come from cows free 
from tuberculosis and since March 
21, 1930, this law has applied to 
all milk, both raw and pasteurized. 

“The extent of the city’s water 
and sewer facilities has made pos- 
sible the abolishment of wells, cis- 
terns and open privy vaults, recog- 
nized as dangerous mediums for 
the transmission of enteric diseases. 
In 1873 there were Over 15,000 
wells and cisterns in the city, the 
water from which was used by citi- 
zens for drinking purposes. Today 
the number is negligible. Privy 
vaults, of which there were over 
30,000 in 1873, are being abolished 
as rapidly as possible. It is only 
& question of a few years when 
these will be abolished.”

Accord- 
ing to recollection of the natives, he 
came for his father in 1883, and they 
moved to Lincoln, where the old doc- 
tor died shortly after. He is buried in 
Union Cemetery at Lincoln.

If possession counts for anything, 
Booth seems to have an advantage 
over the other claimants, temporarily 
at least.

The “heirs’’ who showed up sud-

Dr. Leeds, the natives agreed, must 
have‘had money. He never spent any, 
they report, and yet he never

The 
petitioners are now seeking names and 
addresses of any other survivors. 

J. C. O'Connor, now deceased, was 
appointed administrator of the estate 
April 11, 1885. His report of receipts 
and disbursements was filed June 9, 
1887, and he was discharged Novem-

of the stars he formerly knew by sight. 
In other ways, too, he has made his 
ears do the work of his eyes. His 
hearing is extraordinarily acute. 

For example, he is able to tell ex- 
act temperature by the crickets’ chirp- 
ing. He found that the number of 
times which they repeated their ‘‘katy- 
did’’ varied exactly with temperature 
changes. And he was not long in work- 
ing out a scale whereby he could trans- 
late the number of chirps per minute 
into degrees of temperature. So ac- 
curate is his scale now that he can 
even determine fractions of a degree 
of temperature. It is one of the ways 
in which he amuses himself in his 
early evening walk about the observa- 
tory grounds. 

Exact records are made of the heat 
and light of stars and planets. These 
and various other records all help Prof 
Frost to form his picture of what is 
going on in the sky. He described to 
the writer a brand new comet that has 
just been sighted, gave its position, ap- 
pearance, and s0 completely and 
graphically that it was difficult to be- 
lieve he had not actually seen it with 
his own eyes. 

Never, he says, has his work become 
merely a routine. Always there was 
the possibility of an exciting discovery. 
“It is true especially,’’ he says, ‘‘when 
we get into a tangle, when we come up 
against something that has us stumped 
for a while. Then we are almost cer- 
tain to come upon something new 
Yes, there has always been that hope, 
that sense of expectancy.” 


eyepiece of a telescope there were 

several intensely exciting moments, 
when new worlds, new universes, 
seemed in the very process of forming. 
Once he watched a spiral nebula come 
into luminous being several million 
light years out in space. And he and 
other astronomers of the time believed 
that beyond doubt they were witness- 
ing the birth of a whole system of 
worlds. Since then, with the abandon- 
ment by science of the nebular hy- 
pothesis, the astronomers have decided 
that the luminosity which they saw 
suddenly appear was merely light re- 
flected from other stars upon the gase- 
ous nebula. 

Twice Prof. Frost has seen and pho- 
tographed total eclipses of the sun, 
those astronomical field days when so 
much that is normally out of man’s 
sight becomes, for a few seconds, vis- 
ible. The first time was in 1900, 
when, with elaborate apparatus, the

June 8, 1918. In a recent lecture he 
has described that experience and the 
dramatic occurrence that accom- 
panied it: 


“We had been at our station in the 
Red Desert in Wyoming for the ob- 
servation of the total solar eclipse oc- 
curring on that afternoon. At about 
midnight the senior member of our 
staff, the late Prof. Barnard, called us 
to witness a star of the first magni- 
tude shining directly above us, not far 
from Altair, which had not been visi- 
ble on the previous nights. When pre- 
vious photographic plates could be ex- 
amined it was found that within 36 
hours that star had increased its bril- 
liance fully 30,000 times. 


one of the most gigantic affairs 

in nature, surpassing anything 
we can imagine of a terrestrial origin. 
Observations since that time plainly 
show that a body of gas had been 
bursting out from the star with speed 
of about 100,000,000 miles a day, with 
a diameter of a visible ring increas- 
ing yedr by year. This ring of gas 
now has a diameter of about one two- 
hundredths of a degree.”’ 

Already in 1923 Prof. Frost’s eyes 
had begun rapidly to fail. There was 
to be a third solar eclipse of his sci- 
entific lifetime and he wanted above 
everything else to take an active part 
in photographing and viewing it. Phy- 
sicians did everything they could to 
stay his sight temporarily. William 
Wrigley gave $5000 to establish a sta- 
tion on his Catalina Island, off the 
coast of California, and for the trans- 
portation of some $60,000 worth of 
equipment. Forty-two days were spent 
in preparation for the 100 seconds 
which the total eclipse would last. Al- 
though Prof. Frost had lost the sight 
of objects at a distance, he could work 
with the telescope and objects close at 
hand. On the hour of the eclipse, for 
the first time in 47 years, the sky 
above Catalina Island was cloudy and 
all preparation went for nothing. 

“Of course, I couldn’t see very far,’’ 
says Prof. Frost, but they told me that 
the sea turned a weird green-black col- 
or. There was a strange stillness over 
everything. What I remember is the 
song of a bird, the evening song of a

the ticking of a clock. 
Prof. Frost is of the school of sci- 
entists—-now mostly of a past genera- 
tion—who believe that an important 
part of their job is to relate their find- 
ings to the world of popular thought. 
It is not enough, he holds, to concen- 
trate upon a single, minute task. He 
has not hesitated to oppose those En- 
glish astronomer-physicists, represent- 
ed by Sir James Jeans, who contend 
that the existence of our world in the 
universe is accidental and who give 
God the role of a super-mathematician 
whose sole task is to resolve, by high- 
er mathematics, order out of chaos. 
“It sometimes seems,’’ says Prof. 
Frost with a dry smile, ‘‘that we over 
here do all the observing, while our 
European friends reserve for them- 
selves the privilege of formulating the- 
ories based upon our observations.”’ 
But Frost is one American astrono- 
mer who has not hesitated to speak 
up. Jeans, he says, bases his theory 
on one hypothesis—that new planets 
are formed only when two suns pass 
close enough to each other to draw 
forth, one from the other, whirling 
white-hot gases. This may happen, by 
chance, about once every 500,000,000 
years. Prof. Frost contends that plan- 
ets, such as our world, may be formed 
by the explosion of stars such as he 
witnessed in 1918 at the time of the 
eclipse. Astronomers have estimated, 
as a result of long observation, that at 
least 10 such explosions occur each 
year in the galaxy to which the earth 
belongs. It is Prof. Frost’s belief that 
these star explosions occur in an or- 
derly sequence of time. He sees an 
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orderly progress’ by 
means of these regular 
cataclysmic occurrences. 
“Everything that we learn 
from the observational point of 
view in the study of astronomy 
seems to me to point precisely and 
always toward a purposeful operation 
of nature. When you accept this, it 
seems to me to be inconsistent with 
the physical sciences not to believe in 
a mind behind the universe. I cannot 
imagine, nor can you, the planets get- 
ting together and deciding under what 
law they would operate. Nor do we 
find anywhere in the solar or stellar 
systems the debris that would necessar- 
ily accumulate if the universe had 
been operating at random. The 
order that we do see does not ap- 
pear to have been produced as the 
chance outcome of random _  mo- 
tions coerced into some measure of 
uniformity.’’ 


CC ND be sure to quote this,’’ he 
A adds: ‘It is a recent state- 
ment by Max Planck, the fa- 
ther of modern physics. He says: ‘As 
far as I can see, we must include 
among those principles which we must 
preserve under all conditions, the as- 
sumption of a perfect accordance with 
law of all physical processes.’ ”’ 

Although he goes each Sunday, win- 
ter and summer, to the little Congre- 
gational Church here in Williams Bay, 
he has said: 

“If the universe is purposeful, then 
it is plain to me that man, who is the 
highest form of development on the 
earth, must himself be distinctly a re- 
sult of purpose rather than of accident. 
His evolution, whether it is by proced- 
ures which are clear to us or not, must 
be consistent with purpose and not 
with chance. One thing illustrative of 
this spiritual attitude is that man has 
his curiosities, his wonder, his awe, 
and his reverence for the material uni-

And the 

Rev. Mr. Yarrow claims he 

ought to know, for he has just 

endured a hot martyrdom in 

the Cook County jail as a “Tre- 

sult of his efforts to reform Chicago 
The Rev. Mr. Yarrow would prob- 

ably still be in the county jail if the 

weather hadn't turned quite so hot. 

For he announced when the Sheriff 

first clapped him behind bars: “This 

flesh of mine will become more putrid 

than the pictures and books I have 

been suppressing before I pay one 

nickel of the judgment against me and 


for which I am now in jail.’’ But it 
did turn hot, most awfully hot. And 
when his friends did finally round 


up a $6000 cash appeal bond, the Rev. 
Mr. Yarrow was happy enough to 
leave. : 

He emerged apparently as certain of 
his righteousness as ever. His self- 
made halo cocked at an aggressive 
angle. he declared that the fight would 
go on, that Chicago would be saved in 
spite of itself. However, the book- 
sellers, who have chiefly felt the sting 
of the Rev. Mr. Yarrow’s attacks, 
claim that he has ruined himself as 
a reformer. 

The devil in this plot is a small, in- 
nocuous looking man ‘named Walter 
Shaver. Shaver was the first book- 
seller to resist the Rev. Mr. Yarrow's 
He fought back, won his fight 
Mr. Yarrow in jail 
for three weeks. Although his five 
bookstores were forced into bank- 
ruptcy as a result, a jury decided, of 
the Rev. Mr. Yarrow’s prosecution, 
Shaver feels that perhaps the price 
was not too xreat. At the outset, for 
$300 the whole case might have very 
quickly been dispatched, but Shaver 
has no regrets. 

Shaver was fortunate in his attor- 
ney, Cameron Latter. Latter frankly 
acknowledges a strong prejudice 
against professional reformers. He has 
been involved in a number of similar 
cases, always on the side of the de- 
fendant. At both trials he sought to 
brand Yarrow as the archetype of the 
meddling, professional reformer. Yar- 
row’s attorney resented this line of 
attack, but it was a difficult point to 
refute. 

For the record shows that for at 
least 20 years Yarrow has been active- 
ly concerned with the more public as- 
pects of sin. For 11 years he has been 
superintendent of the Illinois. Vigi- 
lance Association, which has an am- 
bitious program of reform. But long 
before that, when only a suburban pas- 
tor, he was to be found in the center 
of every fight on questions of public 
morality. He had a habit, too, of get- 
ting into the newspapers frequently, 
and usually sensationally. The file of 
newspaper clippings that pertains to 
his career is a thick one. He has never 
been one to shrink from publicity. 

Before prohibition Yarrow was a 
leader in the dry movement, In 1914 
he was made general superintendent 
of the Dry Chicago Federation. For 
four years he waged an intensive cam- 


power. 
and kept the Rev. 
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and the 
beer. “In 1920 
Yarrow announced 


paign to secure enforcement of the 
law to close saloons on Sunday. 
His home was guarded by po- 
lice for a time following the 
receipt of threatening letters 
from saloon keepers. Once 
he preached a sermon with 

three bottles of beer be- 
fore him on the pulpit. 


“Beer that I bought 
this morning in Chi- 
cago,’ he thun- 


dered at his as- 
tonished congre- 
gation. The pa- 
pers carried 
pictures of 
zarrow 


that he was going to give 
up the ministry. It was nec- 
essary that he make more money 
so that he might educate his two sons 
properly. It was all very well to labor 
in the Lord's vineyard, but in this 
practical day and age the reward was 
far too slight. The papers were full 
of it, for the Rev. Mr. Yarrow had be- 
come their best source of sensational 
church ‘‘copy.’’ His church, the Mor- 
gan Park Congregational, wanted him 
to stay, but they couldn't hope to com- 
pete with the offers of Big Business. 


HE job that the Rev. Mr. Yar- 

row finally accepted was that of 

superintendent of the Illinois 

Vigilance Association, a job that com- 

bined business—-a $6000-a-year salary 

—and pleasure—the scourging of the 
sinful. 

The Rev. Mr. Yarrow made a great 
deal of his job. At intervals he re- 
ported publicly upon moral conditions. 
It appeared that in spite of everything 
he and his cohorts could do, the great 
city of Chicago was becoming more 
and more wicked. In March of 1922 
he made a report on the Morals Court: 

‘“‘Immorality is less crude, more re- 
fined, less obvious, more suggestive, 
less repulsive, more inviting, less con- 
fined to groups and localities and 
more diffused through the _ general 
population.’’ He foresaw the complete 
breakdown of public decency. There 
was not a single theater in the loop 
to which a father could safely take his 
son. There was widespread and open 
circulation of vicious books and pic- 
tures, openly on sale, displayed in 
flagrant violation of law. He blamed 
‘“‘sex-exciting’’ jazz for the increasing 
number of ‘fallen girls.’’ 

A little later in the year things 
looked even blacker according to an- 
other report by the Rev. Mr. Yarrow: 

‘I speak as an eyewitness. Twenty- 
seven years ago I passed through Chi- 
cago, fresh from Princeton theological 
school on my way to my first pastor- 
ate in Minnesota. As a student of

\WVomen appear on the stage nine- 
tenths naked and intelligent people 
from good homes see it all without 
a protest. | 

“IT believe the movies are responsi- 
ble for the widespread immorality. We 
are in a state of wild abandon. The 
movies have broken down the sense of 
reserve and modesty.’’ 

To an increasing degree Yarrow 
figured in the public prints, more and 
more often in connection with cases 
which he brought into court. An old 
statute in Illinois provides that the 
informer shall be paid half the fine in 
any conviction involving obscene lit- 
erature or pictures. The Rev. Mr. 
Yarrow claims, however, that this was 
only a minor source of income for the 
Vigilance Association.

Prior to this a 
case he had instigated had 
been summarily thrown out 
of court by Municipal Judge

lying. Reformers are lower than pros- 
titutes. Case Dismissed."’ 

Following another failure in the mu- 
nicipal courts, the Rev. Mr. Yarrow 
in 1930 announced: ‘‘The Illinois Vig- 
ilance Association has as much chance 
of getting a square deal in the munici- 
pal courts as a snowball in the mouth 
of Mount Pelee.’’ He was speedily cit- 
ed for contempt of court and as speed- 
ily apologized. 


UT there was one field in which
